British Combine 
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THE < CHURCH AND 
POSTWAR PLANNING 


By SIDNEY DARK 


SIDNEY DARK, long the brilliant liberal editor of the London 
Church Times, and author of such provocative books as /f 
Christ Came to London and The Church, Impotent or Trium- 
phant? here analyzes for FortH the recent report of the Social 
and Industrial Commission of the Church Assembly. The war, 
as is well known, is producing a great evolution in Britain’s 
social, economic, and religious life. Similar changes are taking 
place in America. Often economic and social realities show 
themselves in England shortly before they become evident in 
the United States. This report, then, has significance to Ameri- 
can Churchmen and Fortnu presents this article in the belief 
that it will contribute to the thinking and planning here in 
America. We live, today, in “One World” and the thinking 
of English leaders can do much to help us achieve a better 
world when peace comes. 


on social insurance was an event of great national, 

and possibly of international importance. It is the 
official scheme of Britain’s Government to provide 
“against every one of the main attacks which economic 
ill-fortune can launch against individual well-being and 
peace of mind.” 

Simultaneously with the White Paper, the Social and 
Industrial Commission of the Church Assembly issued 
a report called The Church and the Planning of Britain. 
This Report is further evidence that, inspired by the late 
Archbishop of Canterbury (William Temple), and par- 
ticularly since the Malvern Conference, the English 
Church is among the most earnest and influential forces 
striving for the emergence of a juster and happier Britain 
from the welter of the war. 

As is usual with the English Church, here again tok 
lowing Dr. Temple, the Report hesitates to suggest the 
- political measures necessary to-attain this end. It says: 
“It is the mission of the Church to be concerned primarily 
with ends, and with means only so far as the choice of 
them may frustrate and distort the purposes for which 
man, whether as a person, or as a family or communal 
being, has been created in the world which God has 
made.” There is, accordingly, no suggestion of how 
the vested interests, the dragons in the path of all social 
reforms, should be dealt with, though this is, in fact, a 
vital consideration. 

To make the problem of the replanning of Britain clear, 
it should be pointed out that while a larger proportion 
of the population of the United States lives in small 
towns, twenty-five per cent of the population of Great 


Te recent publication in Britain, of the White Paper 
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Britain lives in Greater London and another large pro- 
portion in six other great concentrations, and that the 
population of Greater London has, in recent years, in- 
creased at a higher proportion than the population of the 
whole country. 

The English countryside, of course, needs hundreds of 
thousands of new cottages—but the housing problem is 
mainly urban and, so far as London is concerned, it has 
been made infinitely worse by the destruction by Ger- 
man bombs. 

After World War I, sprawling dormitory suburbs of 
ugly little houses, ill planned and cheaply built by pri- 
vate enterprise, sprang up all round London and on the 
outskirts of the other great cities of Britain. Men had 
to travel long distances to their work and there was no 
provision for the community attachments which the 
Report insists are essential in the Christian conception of 
a man’s life. 

The Report, therefore, declares: “Those migrating 
from congested towns must be welcomed into real com- 
munities with social life, established or in contemplation; 
with proper provision of churches and chapels, schools 
and playgrounds, halls and social meeting centers and 
theaters.” Professor G. D. H. Cole long ago insisted on 
the necessity for a Mote Hall, the home of neighborly 
recreation and consultation in every village and every 
street, suggesting that, without such a center, genuine 
democracy is impossible. The Church might be, but in 
the villages rarely is, such a center. 

The Report says: ‘The first need for most individuals 
or groups is the sort of contact that will bring them 
idéas on how to introduce ordinary people to the Chris- 
tian principles of social life, and support them in imple- 
menting these ideas. For this a center seems essential, 
with literature, pictures, photographs, and posters; all 
the material needed for the work of the groups or for 
exhibition.” This is surely part of the mission of the 
parish church, as was fully recognized in pre-Reforma- 
tion days. 

The war has brought to the people of Britain a more 
vivid sense of neighborliness.. There has been a truly 
Christian brotherliness in the blitzed streets. And this 
sense must be reserved and organized. That is one of 
the insistent tasks of the Church. 

The Commission is disturbed by the suggestion for 
the fluidity of labor which, according to Sir William 
Beveridge, will be necessary for the industrial prosperity 
without which social security must always be in peril. 
The Report fears that the migration of labor must “in- 
volve some measure of dislocation of family and social 
life.’ That is evidently true, and the loss might be con- 
siderable. But the occasional demand to be “nomadic” 
would not be an over-heavy price for social security; 
and “nomadic but secure” seems better to many people 
than “stay-put unemployment,” with its life in crowded, 
unsavory tenements. 

Indeed, the one criticism of the Report, that occurs 
to me, is that the Commissioners are so properly con- 
cerned with the possible dangers of the new order that 
they are inclined to underestimate the old evils.

UR blessed Lord devoted Him- 

self to the careful training of a 

few chosen leaders and left to 
them, under the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit, the propagation of His teaching 
and the development of His Church. 
The nucleus which He left at Pentecost 
was only 120 persons but, truly filled 
with the Spirit, they laid the founda- 
tion of the present world-wide Church, 
which has gathered into its fold peo- 
ples of every race and clime.

Small as this Christian remnant is, 
it is still one thousand times more than 
at Pentecost: for the Christians in 
Palestine number in all 126,000. Ra- 


cially they represent the descendants 


of the early mixed Semitic population 
of Palestine and the nearby countries. 
They belong historically to the ancient 
Church of the Holy Land, the Ortho- 
dox Patriarchate of Jerusalem. Forty 
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per cent of all the Christians still be- 
long to this Apostolic Church. Another 
ten per cent belong to other Eastern 
Churches whose adherents have mi- 
grated to the Holy Land: Armenians, 
Old Syrians, Copts, Abyssinians. Forty 
per cent are either Latin-rite Roman 
Catholics or Uniats. The remaining 
ten per cent are mainly Anglicans. 
Established in the Holy Land for 
little more than a century, the Angli- 
can Church is relatively small in num-

bers but great in importance as it has 
concentrated on training for Christian 


Jjeadership. The work lies in ever ex- 


panding circles: it begins with Angli- 
cans themselves, extends to the wider 
circle of the larger Christian commu- 
nity, and out beyond that to the great 
non-Christian population which lies 
al] around. Christian education, mod- 
ern;medical work, and. spiritual min- 
istrations are the means by which the 
Church seeks to spread the knowledge 
of Christ. Fo the Anglican Church 
belongs the distinction of having been 
the first in modern times to initiate 
up-to-date schools and hospitals in the 
Holy Land.. Other Christian Churches 
have followed this example and today 
the Christian contribution to educa- 
tion and medical care in the Middle 
East is of great importance. 

The Anglican family is small; the 
Church does not seek.to, draw Eastern 
Christians away from ~ their, own 
ancient Churches into. its own fold. 
But the Anglicans are important out. 
of all proportion..to their numbers. 
Half of them are native Arabic-speak- 
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ing Palestinians, leaders in business, 
government service, education, the 
professions, who are a spiritually vital 
force in the community. There are also 
small numbers of converts from Juda- 
ism and Islam, the fruit of the 
Church’s evangelistic work. The other 
half consists of the resident British 
government personnel. American 
residents are few, but tourists in peace- 
time and military visitors in the pres- 
ent war period add a large transient 
American population. 

Among these people the Church’s 
work is quite on normal lines. The 
spiritual nurture of the people is un- 
der the care of twenty-six Arabic- 
speaking and English-speaking clergy 
in all important centers, where there 
are churches. 

Work with other Christians forms 
the second ‘circle. Twenty-two 
\nglican schools, both primary and 
s-condary, and the six Church hos- 
pita!s are for all the community. About 
eighty per cent of the Christian chil- 
dren in the schools are members of the 
Eastern Churches. Effort is made to 
build up Christian character and to 
encourage them to become intelligent 
members of their ancestral Churches. 

Anglican schools have done a su-

perb work with the laity, but much 
more is needed. -The actual and fu- 
ture leaders of the Christian life of 
other Churches are to be sought in the 
ranks of the clergy. Rapidly chang- 
ing conditions have created a demand 
for a better educated priesthood than 
formerly was expected: a priesthood 
in touch with the world at large as 
well as loyal to their own Apostolic 
faith. Here the bishopric in Jerusalem 
kas been able to help: For twenty 
years the American Chaplain in Jeru- 
salem has been a member of the fac- 
ulty of the theological seminary sup- 
ported by the Armenian Patriarch. A 
whole new generation of fine Armenian 
clergy serving in the Middle East and 
abroad has been trained. Like work 
has been done for the Old Syrians and 
the Orthodox. In the hands of well- 
trained priests rests the future of East- 
ern Christianity. ; 
Other cooperative efforts are to be 
seen in assistance to the Orthodox in 
supporting schools in Transjordan; 
and the establishment of a farm school 
for the seven thousand Assyrian vil- 
lagers who have been given homes by 
the League of.Nations in upper Syria. 
Here again the aim is the upbuilding 
of the old Christian communities on 


lines faithful to their ancient heritage. 

The strengthening of the existing 
Christian forces is naturally the 
Church’s first duty: but it also has a 


‘yet more urgent task, the evangeliza- 


tion of the non-Christians, mainly 
Moslems and Jews, who surround the 
Christians on every side. Here lies 
the missionary responsibility of the 
Church. 

Here again education and practical 
demonstration of Christian living are 
important. Fortunately the Anglican 
schools are highly esteemed by the 
non-Christian and places in them: 
eagerly sought. While Christian pro- 
fession is not forced upon those who 
attend, the spiritual background of 
Christian life and faith is plainly made 
known. Likewise the Church’s medi- 
cal work opens the way to make known 
the loving kindness of Christ and His 
care for all men, regardless of race. 

The Church in America is greatly 
privileged to have been able for the 
past fifty years to codperate with other 
parts of the Anglican Communion 
throughout the world in supporting 
through the Good Friday Offering this 
work for Christ in His own land. The 
aid given has been of special impor- 
tance in these war years. 


The Good Friday Offering helps provide Christian education for

strength if it is self-centered, exclusive, 
and forgetful of the world mission of 
the Church. . . . America is playing a 
vastly increased role in the affairs of 
the world. American churches must 
take a vastly increased part in Chris- 
tianizing the world. This involves the 
giving of money but it involves far 
more than that. It involves the giv- 
ing of life... . As the young men from 
our churches and our homes have gone 
to the uttermost parts.of the earth as 
soldiers and sailors and marines, so 
they must go in the years to come, 
their feet shod with the preparation of 
the gospel of peace; to share with all 
men of all nations and races the truth 
which makes men free, the love which 
is life more abundant.” 

These: final words of the Bishops’ 
Pastoral are but an echo of the spirit 
and determination which characterized 
the entire two-day session. Of press- 
ing importance was the election of 
Bishops for five missionary districts;

War sets young emotions skyrocketing, but CMH stands ready to help.

HEN a few socially minded 

persons met in the Board 

Room of the Metropolitan Life 
Building in New York City, twenty- 
five years ago, at the close of the first 
World War, to form a National Coun- 
ci! of the Church Mission of Help, 
they little dreamed how active a part 
their new organization would play in 
the juvenile delinquency problem of a 
second World War. It was the then 
rector of Trinity Church, New York, 
Dr. William T. Manning, who called 
together the representatives of five 
growing diocesan organizations, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Newark, Long 
Island, and New Jersey. Two or three

of that forward-looking group must 
have looked ‘backward in time also, 
to the first CMH meeting of all, when 
Father J. O. S. Huntington, Dr. Man- 
ning, Mr. and Mrs. John M. Glenn, 
and Jacob Riis met to determine what 
could be done for “wayward girls.” 
All these people were deeply inter- 
ested in youth. But no one, in 1909 
or even 1919, could envisage the 
sharply maturing effects upon adoles- 
cent children of movies, radio, or jive. 
Who could have foreseen the picture 
ota ‘great Broadway theater, on a 
school-day morning, packed with a 
thousand adolescents jitterbugging and 
swooning in the aisles? Or its counter- 
part in other sections of our wide 
land? Yet the founders of Church Mis- 
sion of Help, with its Youth Consulta- 
tion Service, were far ahead of their 
time. In those days of sex taboos, 
ignorance, and self-righteousness, the 
problem of a “wayward girl” was often 
simply solved by throwing her out of 
home and job. Gentle Father: Hunt- 
ington, with wisdom which ante-dated 
the findings of psychiatry, knew in- 
stinctively that children of God are

rot innately bad, that ‘‘waywardness,” 
whatever form it takes, is a manifesta- 
tion of maladjustment which can best 
be cured by understanding treatment. 

Now, twenty-five years after the 
founding of National CMH, young 
people, especially girls, who are the 
victims of the stresses of another war, 
are finding help in twenty-two CMH 
branches. In the past five years the 
numbers coming to CMH have 
doubled, and because of the prodigious 
rate of growing up in wartime, the 
work begins in the lower teens. In 
part this is due to a growing emphasis 
on preventive work. 

What troubles do these youngsters 
bring to their case workers? Miss 
Edith Balmford, Executive Secretary 
of CMH National Council, says that 
“the problems of adolescence are the 
same in wartime as peacetime but are 
distorted and magnified by war condi- 
tions.” Many parents, older brothers 
and sisters are in war plants or in 
service, and girls of fourteen or fifteen 
feel grown up and find themselves, 
with no supervision, responding to war 
excitement in many ways.

Sixteen-year-old Helen, for instance, 


‘ran away from home and school to 


take a war job, because her sister 
seemed to outshine her in everything, 
and was finally rebelling against her 
family’s unfair comparison of her with 
the more vivacious sister. The oppor- 
tunity for war work helped to make 
her flight possible. Her parents were 
active Church people and _ turned 
naturally to the rector for advice. In 
turn, he went to CMH. Through an- 
other diocesan society she was found, 
and has now had a chance to discuss 
her problems with a case worker near 
her own home, to which she has re- 
turned. The CMH worker has helped 
the family to recognize the real abili- 
ties of this quieter daughter, and she 
has gained in self-confidence. She

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meets with more~ understanding at 
home and the rector, through their re- 
cent talks, has a closer relationship 
with her than before. 

These are surface conditions com- 
mon to many young people today, but 
when their results are serious, it is 
often because they have deep roots in 
family instability, emotional insecur- 
ity, or the consequences of a broken 
home. Today there is more separation 
of families and moving about than at 
any time in history. Family insta- 
bility is exaggerated, and so are its ef- 
fects upon the adolescent. 

Juvenile delinquency has had its 
greatest increase among girls. In areas 
where the population has suddenly in- 
creased, CMH resources have been 
heavily taxed. In Buffalo, Baltimore, 
Pridgeport, and Hartford, all war 
plant centers, teeming with trans- 
planted and virtually family-less girl 
workers, there are unprecedented de- 
mands on the local CMH societies. In 
Albany personnel counselors have 
sent many girls to CMH. Cincinnati 
feels the industrial effort, as does 
Newark, and both these societies have 
added to their staffs. In Knoxville, a 
highly industrial area in Tennessee, the 
population has almost doubled, and 
CMH is giving counsel to girls from 
the country who are plunged suddenly 
into this busy life. 

Different from the war plant work- 
er, but with knotty problems of her 
own is the girl whose home or work is 
near an army camp or naval base. 
CMH in Long Island, New Jersey, 
Rhode Island, Memphis, Chicago, 
Boston, and New Orleans, are all do- 
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ing preventive work among young girls 
either attracted there by the Armed 
Forces or disturbed by their presence. 

Mary visited her fiance at camp. 
They had decided to postpone mar- 
riage until his return, but their emo- 
tions carried them away. Later Mary 
realized that a baby was coming. The 
young father was overseas; Mary felt 
alone and desperate. She came to 
CMH for advice. She was helped in 
thinking out her problem, then in 
finding a place to stay, a temporary 
job, a doctor’s care, a hospital, and 
later a boarding home for herself and 
the baby. Soon she will be ready to 
take a job suited to her ability, which 
the case worker has helped her to find. 
Mary plans to keep the baby and is 
awaiting the father’s return. 
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ST. STEPHEN'S 
IS TRAINING 


Sr STEPHEN’S SCHOOL, 
San Pedro de Macoris, one of 
the outstanding schools in the 
Dominican Republic, is rejoicing 
in two new buildings. But they 
are already crowded with 350 
students, who will some day be 
Christian leaders in the profes- 
sions and governmental service. 
The Rev. A. H. Beer is in 
charge of the work. 


CMH _ is interested in all the prob- 


lems of the adolescent: the environ- 
ment, family relationships, schooling, 
and vocation. As in other war periods 
the number of unmarried mothers has 
increased, and the societies give help 
in all the complicated problems that 
the young mother must face. 

While CMH societies have  ex- 
panded to meet war demands, CMH 
has not gone overboard on the subject 
of war. Its leaders have tried to make 
its contribution fit the varying needs 
ot their communities. In a rural set- 
ting it must gear itself for a more gen- 
eral task than a city agency. In Chi- 
cago, Memphis, Newark, and several 
other places CMH is especially close 
to the Church institutions, and in Ver- 
mont conducts a home for girls. Phila- 


delphia has a unique plan for studying 


‘girls under its care. The Church Home 


Society of Boston, and the New Or- 
leans Children’s Home, both CMH af- 
filiates, work also with younger chil- 
dren, and are active in community 
drives to find foster homes. 

As National Council Church Mis- 
sion of Help marks its twenty-fifth an- 
niversary of service, its leaders are 
pausing in humility and rededication 
to their task. There have been mis- 
takes as well as triumphs, but always 
there has been growth. In an era of 
conflicting ideologies and sweeping 
propaganda, it has the grave responsi- 
bility of influencing youth. The pecu- 
liar contribution of CMH is its convic- 
tion that social work and religion, to 
be most effective, go hand in hand. 
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| N the Cathedral of Lagos, Nigeria, West Africa, on October 

28, 1944, Samuel Charles Phillips became the first African to 
be made a bishop of the Anglican Communion on African soil. 
Although Bishop Phillips is the first African consecrated on 
African soil, he is not the first African in the Anglican episco- 
pate. As long ago as 1864, a former slave boy, Samuel Adjai 
Crowther was consecrated in Canterbury Cathedral, England, 
as first Bishop of Nigeria, from which the present Diocese -of 
Lagos was created. And all American Churchmen are familiar 
with the name of the Vai tribesman, T. Momolu Gardiner, 
who for twenty years was Suffragan Bishop of Liberia. 

Bishop Phillips was consecrated by the Archbishop of Cape- 
town, who flew across Africa to take part in the service. The 
co-consecrators were the Bishops of Sierra Leone, the Gambia, 
the Niger, and Lagos. 

During the consecration, R.A.F. seaplanes patrolled the air 
and in the nearby harbor, easily seen from the Cathedral, were 
the merchantmen that carry Nigeria’s produce abroad, and the 
British warships that guard them on their way. The Cathedral 
itself is as yet uncompleted, and from the unfinished ex- 
tensions, row on row of seats stretched, filled with an eager, 


devout congregation.

Missionary Bishop of Nevada 


EVADA is America’s last fron- 
tier; it is the least settled and 
least developed of all the States. 

Divided evenly she would provide 
nearly a.square mile for each man, 
woman, and child within her boun- 
daries. Even “rural Vermont” is forty 
times as crowded. 

Even such statistics are misleading © 
for thousands of Nevada’s miles are 
rangeland and really belong to the cat- 
tle and sheep and not to men at all. 
There are nearly three “head” of cat- 
tle and five sheep to each citizen. 

Then, too, many Nevadans would 
not be interested in their square mile 
on the surface. Their work and their 
hopes lie in the fabulously rich veins 
of ores buried in the desert hills. Silver 
and gold, copper, tungsten, and quick- 
silver,“ manganese, magnesium, and 
zinc are all produced from Nevada’s 
mines, to say nothing of many less 
known minerals and precious stones. 

These ranchers and miners and the 
thousands of people who supply their 
needs are the backbone of Nevada’s 
population. Most of them are splen- 
did citizens, loyal, upright, and gener- 
ous, raised in the pioneer tradition of 
freedom and self-reliance. That a few 
exploit the old freedom and turn lib- 
erty into license surprises no one. It is 
only tragic that this exploitation 
should have overshadowed the con- 
structive and permanent aspects of the 
State’s life and attracted transients for 
most undesirable ends. Reno, itself, 
often made notorious in news and pic- 
tures, is actually most important as 
the State’s largest city, center of dis- 
tribution for mines and ranches, center 
of transportation, home of the excel- 
lent State university, and a beautiful 
residential community. Here the 
Church has a large parish and a chapel 
and student center for the many 
Churchmen and women enrolled at the 
university. 

In the life of this real Nevada, the 
Church has a long tradition and a 
splendid place.. The Territory was in- 
cluded in Bishop Joseph C. Talbot’s 
vast jurisdiction from 1860-1863, In 


‘1861 the Rev. H. G. O. Smeathman 


came from Petaluma, California to 
Virginia City and held the first Epis- 
copal services on record. A congrega- 
tion was soon organized under . his 
leadership and in 1862 they built the 


& first St. Paul’s Church. * 
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Through the eighty-three interven- 
ing years the Episcopal Church has 
struggled faithfully to keep up with 
the ever shifting population of pio- 
neers and developers of Nevada’s re- 
sources. This, no doubt, explains in 
part why the Church is the third 
largest Christian body in the State; 
only the Romans and the Mormons 
minister to larger numbers. The 
Church has congregations in thirty-six 
places. In eleven of these communi- 
ties no other Church ministers at all, 
and in five more it is the only non- 
Roman service. Here truly. is the 
Church of the pioneers. 

The very nature of this vast coun- 
try and its people explains the 
Church’s problems there. All mining 

towns are transient. Like the indus- 

trial boom towns of the present war, 
Nevada’s camps have boomed and 
faded, but without benefit of demount- 
able housing and moveable chapels. 

Virginia City, once a real metropolis, 
now has a population of scarcely three 
hundred; but you cannot shrink the 
beautiful old church (once Bishop 
Whitaker’s cathedral) nor can you 
shrink the problem of maintenance and 
repairs. Should it be abandoned? And 
along with it the other imposing and 
beautiful buildings in Goldfield, Aus- 
tin, and similar places? The real an- 
swer concerns the buildings less than 
the people of these old communities. 
The Church has to minister to the 
souls of those who remain and bring 
them, too, into the fellowship of God’s 
family. 

Frequently new towns and new op- 
portunities appear and we cannot 
neglect them in being loyal to the old. 
In three short years the war towns of 
Henderson and Gabbs Valley have 
blossomed and now seem to be fading 
fast. Even the bus line to Gabbs is 
discontinued. In both places the 
Church held services and tried to min- 
ister to those who came and went 
again. It is people that count, not 
buildings, not organized parishes, not 
statistics. The Church in Nevada must 
strive constantly to keep up with these 
migrations and to achieve such ef- 
fectiveness in work and teaching that 
her brief ministry to them may have 
enduring results. Not long ago a 
woman was baptized in Las Vegas, and 
prepared for confirmation, then she

He expressed his appre- 
ciation gruffly, but tried to show his 
gratitude by answering telephones at 
the Institute. One day he asked to 
be helped upstairs to the Mariners’ 
Church, on the second floor of the 
building, where he asked the chaplain 
tc pray for him. Jim learned to use 
and to enjoy the Book of Common 
Prayer, and those at the Institute saw 
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was allowed on the first floor for re- 
tail shops from which the church, lo- 
cated directly above, defived its in- 
come. Dr. M. M. Quaife, Michigan 
historian, believes this was the first 
church which used part of its building 
to secure revenue from secular rentals. 
The first tenant was the United States 
Post Office. When it moved, in 1860, 
a variety of occupants followed, from 
a bank to a wholesale food market. To- 
day a popular forty-bed USO dormi- 
tory is located there. 

A local feature“writer of 1892 left 
this description of the church: 

“A quaint old Gothic building near 
the foot of Woodward Avenue. The 
basement is occupied by a wholesale 
grocer. The ceilings are low and the 
floor is soaked with juices and syrups, 
an air of mingled fragrance rises to 
the nostrils. Outside, the pavement is 
piled with boxes and barrels. There 
is the roar of trucks and wagons over 
the wet cobblestones. 


“Around the corner, with a faded 
gold finger pointed at it, is another en- 
trance and a staircase, each step of 
which is supported by anchors.

head of the stairs is a beautiful stained 
glass window, and on it is pictured a 
ship tossed by an angry sea.

moved and was confirmed 
fornia. Now she is a faithful com- 
municant in Virginia. She is but one 
of hundreds who have begun here and 
gone on. 

The ranching communities present 
problems of a different sort, although 
tenant farmers and absentee landlords 
are introducing migration too. Gener- 
ally people who live on the land take 
deeper root, and the chief obstacles to 
their Church life are long hours of 
work and widely scattered homes. 
Many ranchers in Nevada live forty, 
sixty, or even a hundred miles from 
town and church. They take care of 
“the cattle upon a thousand hills;” 
how is the Church to reach and serve 
them? 


The Church School of the Desert 
sends lessons regularly to 175 children 
and an amazing number of replies are 
received. Plans also are being made 
te add an archdeacon to assist in min- 
istering to these scattered people.

the figures show the reverse to be true. — 


While Church schools have decreased 
about eight per cent in enrollment 
throughout the nation, Nevada Church 
schools have increased ten per cent. 
Nationally there is only one child in 
Church school for each four communi- 
cants; in Nevada there are two chil- 
dren enrolled for the same number of 
adults. Baptisms and confirmations 
show the same trend. National figures 
give one baptism for each twenty com- 
municants and one confirmation for 
each twenty-three communicants. In 
Nevada it only requires eight com- 
municants for a baptism and fifteen 
for a confirmation. These are only fig- 
ures, but they do suggest that Nevada 
and similar missionary districts are 
the growing edge of the Church. 

Another missionary opportunity of 
special current interest is among Ne- 
vada’s Indians. The Piutes are more 
backward culturally than many of the 
western Indians. The evils of the 
reservation system and government 
wardship have further retarded their 
development as Christian citizens. The 
Church’s work, too, has been handi- 
capped by long vacancies and frequent 
changes in personnel. This has been 
overcome by the introduction of mem- 
bers of religious orders, the Sisters of 
the Holy Nativity on the Moapa 
Reservation and the Order of the Holy 
Cross at Pyramid Lake Reservation. 
These Indian workers also minister to 
white people. 

Finally Nevada has Galilee, the 
summer conference center. Here 
God’s family will meet, and the separa- 
tion of great distances be done away, 
as all members of the Church in Ne- 
vada learn from experience their 
membership in the larger fellowship of 
the Church of Christ.

vessels came in and bring the sailors 
with him to this place of worship.” 


With the advent of steam-driven 
shipping on the Great Lakes, mariners 
disappeared from the waterfront. The 
church, seemingly stagnant, made one 
notable innovation, however. In the 
1870’s noonday Lenten services, be- 
lieved to be the earliest services of the 
kind in the United States, were 
initiated. 

Detroit boomed from 1900 on, and 
the need for the care of the homeless, 
sick, and destitute, prompted Bishop 
C. D. Williams, in 1915, to make the 
church “a home and port for storm- 
tossed humanity” as the center for the 
social service work of the diocese. 

Ten years later the City Mission So- 
ciety opened its headquarters in the 
ground floor of the building and in 
1934 occupied and made extensive re-

pairs on two of the three floors. The 


church and its adjoining buildings 
have been extensively repaired recent- 


ly to expedite their increasing service. 


The church’s rear balcony has been 
remodelled into “The Upper Room,” 
three large, well-furnished rooms for 
the mental hygiene clinic. There those 
in the waiting room can look down 
into the simple, beautiful church and 
gather hope and a sense of security. 

Today the old church is filled with 
worshippers as it has not been for 
many years, as it is used for special 
services by mariners’ units, naval or- 
ganizations, Masonic, patriotic, and 
educational bodies. A class of blind 
people, who had come to Detroit from 
several States to be trained with dogs, 
had their graduation service there. 

The work of the Detroit Episcopal 
City Mission.Society includes the Old 
Mariners’ Church, the chaplaincy 
service to eleven hospitals and correc- 
tional institutions, the Big Brother 
and Big Sister service in the Juvenile 
Courts, Page House for young working 
women of low income and needy, aged 
women, representation on the boards 
of other civic and social agencies 
through which valuable service has been 
rendered during recent periods of ra- 
cial tension, and lastly the Mariners’ 
Institute, a home of opportunity for 
homeless men and those with indi- 
vidual problems. Last year more than 
three thousand persons were served. 

The big living room of the Mariners’ 
Institute is dominated by a life-sized 
colored picture of the risen Christ with 
outstretched arms. It has an inspiring 
effect in restoring spirit to the many 
asocial men who seek help at Old 
Mariners’ Church. Many, like Jim, 
the draftsman, perceive and follow its 
supplication to “come unto me” and 
return to normal life, rehabilitated and 
full of hope.

For example, referring to the dull, 
unimaginative atmosphere of the dor- 
mitory suburbs, the Report quotes, 
with apparent approval, a priest who 
said that the new areas may “in a 
Christian judgment be held to be a 
greater obstacle to man’s recognition 
of his origin, his nature, and his des- 
tiny than the foul stews which they 
are rapidly replacing” which is mani- 
festly absurb. 

Apart from this, the Report is a 
most effective plea for the application 
of the Gospels to the problems of post- 
war reconstruction. It stresses the 
vast contemporary responsibility. “It 
is vital to realize that the social situa- 
tion today is fluid to an extent never 
likely to be paralleled in this country. 
Direction given to social policy at this 
time is therefore likely to be decisive 
for good or ill, in an equally un- 
paralleled degree.” 

In the introduction to their Report, 
the Commissioners say that “this is an 
age in which a quite unprecedented 
degree of political intelligence and 
sociological interest is being expected 
of the average man.” With the greater 
distribution of the people in smaller 
towns, with the spiritual and _ intel- 
lectual amenities demanded by the
